ENGLAND SHOWS NO ALARM. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 24, 8 a. m.—Events in 
diplomatic circles indicate that the responsi- 
‘bility for maintaining the peace of the world 
may soon be thrown entirely upon the Amer- 
ican and German governments. 

It has been discovered that the Russo- 

French declaration regarding the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance has been followed by im- 
portant negotiations. France and Russia 
have asked the other powers, including the 
United States, Germany, Austria, and Italy 
What will be their respective attitudes 
towards the new alliance. 
The inquiry in at least two cases included 
the question whether neutrality will be 
maintained in case of war between Great 
Britain and Japan on the one hand and 
France and Russia on the other. 


England Not Alarmed. 

The British Foreign office, which is fully 
aware of these international inquiries, ut- 
terly discredits any belligerent significance. 
It is pointed out that it is the diplomatic 
custom to exchange notes between govern- 
ments regarding the interpretation and ef- 
fect of any important treaty. 

There cannot be any doubt that Russia and 
France would be exceedingly pleased to ob- 
tain pledges of neutrality from America and 
Germany. The refusal of such a pledge by 
both countries would almost certainly pre- 
vent war. There is good reason to believe 
that Germany has already given such a re- 
fusal; in other words, the Kaiser insists that 
he will retain complete liberty of action. 

England is confident that the United States 
will take a similar attitude. She does not 
expect America to come to her assistance, 
but she does believe that the Washington 
government will do nothing to precipitate a 
conflict which might result in the destruction 
of American trade interests in the far East. 


Neutrality Might Mean War. 

It is not going too far to say that a dec- 
laration at the present moment of American 
neutrality in case of war might precipitate 
that war.’ This is probably fully understood 
by the Washington government. Hence the 
confidence here that no such declaration 
will be forthcoming. 

Last night’s news from south Africa, 
which indicates that the Boers desire to ne- 
gotiate for peace, has important bearings 
on the situation. If by any possibility Russia 
has belligerent designs she will either bring 
them quickly into action, before England 
can transfer her army fromsouth Africa to 
India, or she will abandon them entirely. 


Russian Garrisons Strengthened. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says that Russia is about to strengthen all 
her military posts on the Russo-Chinese 
frontier, ostensibly to prevent smuggling. 
“Customs offices are to be established 
along the whole frontier. The real purpose 
is suspected to be a considerable increase 
in the Russian garrisons, especially mounted 
infantry, in order to be ready f cross the 
frontier when the time is considered oppor- 
tune. 

A dispatch to the Morning Post from Berlin 
says that Admiral Alexeieff, Commander-in- 
Chief of the larfd and sea forces in Russian 
east Asia, has been granted leave of absence 
for several nths. This is construed as 
proof that the situation in the far East is 
regarded at St. Petersburg as being free of 
any likelihood of complications. 


Ameer Leans to Russia. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from St. 
Petersburg says thére is good ground for 
believeing that the Ameer of Afghanistan 
has recently shown a leaning toward Russia, 
which may have important results in the 
future. The Russian government recently 
received important telégrams from Turke- 
stam, which the Ameer’s plenipotentiary 
sent to the Governor General. The latter's 
precise mission is not known, but immedi- 
ate instructions were issued to two Cau- 
casian regiments to proceed to central Asia. 


As Viewed in Yokahama. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

YOKOHAMA, March 23.—A portion of the 
press does not see anything sinister in the 
Franco-Russian declaration. The Jiji,.a 
leading journal, however, considers that the 
prime object of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
is the development of commerce, and conse- 
quently the United States sympathizes with 
it. On the other hand, the Jiji maintains 
fFranco-Russian un- 
derstanding must be territorial, France seek- 
ing territory in Yunnan and Russia in Man- 
churia. Germany is in neither camp, as her 
European policy requires her to stand neu- 
tral between Russia and Great Britain. All 
‘the journals agree in the declaration being 
an additional guarantee for the maintenance 

of tranquillity in the far East. 


Confusion at Corea. 

Advices from Seoul are to the effect that 
confusion prevails in Coreap ministerial 
circles. The Foreign ‘Minister refuses to 
have any relations with Pavlioff, the Rus- 
stan Minister, who is pressing for compensa- 
tion for the telegraph posts that were erected 
in spite of the protests of the Corean gov- 
ernment and which were destroyed by the 
government’s orders. 


Hint of a Third Alliance.

The blonde glared at the intruder and the 
tall man looked pained.° 

* Aren’t you glad I’m here?” persisted the 
red one. 


Real Hostilities Begin. 

This time she spoke so loud that half the 
persons in the crowded dining-room could 
hear her. Those who were versed in the 
ways of the world expected developments, 
They did not have long to wait. 

Neither the blonde nor the man answered 
the second question, and the woman in red 
sprang to her feet, at the same time raising 
her umbrella, which was of large pattern 
and had a heavy buckhorn handle. 

This man is my husband,” she shouted, 
“and this is what you get for being out with 
him!“

Believed in England That Re- 
newed Negotiations for Peace 
Are About to Be 

Opened. 


LONDON EXCITED BY NEWS.

LONDON, March 24, 8 a. m.—Peace is 
again in the air. - Last night the West End 
clubs were greatly excited by the news from 
Pretoria that President Schalkburger of the 
Boer republic, with ex-Secretary of State 
Reitz and Commandants Lucas Meyer and 
Krogh, had arrived at Pretoria on a special 
train from Balmoral, fifty miles east, under 
a flag of truce, and had gone on south into 
the Orange River Colony. 

This surprising intelligence is generally 
understood to mean that negotiations on the 
subject of possible peace are once more in 


went south after a three hours’ conference 
with Lord Kitchener. 

The disturbing question is whether the ne- 
gotiations between Schalkburger and Kitch- 
ener will deal with general Boer submission 
or will merely affect the immediate follow- 
ing of the leaders who are with him. The 
fact that Botha is not taking part in the 
negotiations affords ground for the view 
that there is no question of a general sur- 
render. The universal opinion, notwith- 
standing, is that the prospects for peace are 
brighter than they have been for many a 
day.

Three Hours with Kitchener. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
LONDON, March 24, 8 a. m.—A dispatch 
from Pretoria dated yesterday (Sunday): 
Acting President Schalkburger, F. W. 
Reitz, ex-Secretary of State of the Trans- 
vaal, and Commandants Lucas Meyer and 
Krogh, with their secretaries and attendants, 
arrived here yesterday (Saturday), March 
| 22, at 2:04 p. m., on a special train from 
Balmoral. about fifty miles east of here. 
They came into Balmoral under a flag of 
truce. 
Upon arriving here Mr. Schalk 
and his party drove immediately to Lord 
Kitchener's headquarters, where he had an 
interview with the British General. The 
Boers afterwards proceeded to the railroad 
station, and entrained at 5 o’clock for 
Kroonstad, whence they will go out under a 
gafe conduct... 


How Trip Was Arranged. 

„For a week past Mr. Schalkburger and 
his colleagues have been stationed at Rhen- 
oster Kop, north of Balmoral, where they 
have been closely pressed by Britieh col- 
umns. Dispatch riders entered Balmoral 
Friday night and notified the British of the 
approach of Mr. Schalkburger and his party. 

It ig reported that the Boer position at 
Rhenoster Kop had become almost hopeless, 
and that Mr. Schalkburger once narrowly 
escaped capture.“ 7 

Other dispatches from Pretoria do not 
mention the Boer leaders having interviewed 
General Kitchener, and there is, therefore, 
a certain amount of doubt whether they 
actually did so. One London paper this 
morning suggests that probably General 
Kitchener was not in Pretoria or the stay of 
the delegates would not have been so short. 


Think It Means Peace. 


Few of the papers here comment on the 
news from Pretoria. These take it for 
granted that Mr. Schalkburger and his com- 
panions are on a mission of peace, and again 
engage in a discussion of possible peace 
terms, expressing the hope that the over- 
tures will have a succeseful outcome. The 
presence of Lucas Meyer ie regarded as sig- 
nificant, as he is an intimate rriend of Louis 
Botha. 

The Daily Telegraph deduces that negotia- 
tions for peace are afoot, the initiative com- 
ing from the Boers, but the mission of the 
ae may after all be of lesser impor- 

e, such as the treatment of prisoners. 

The paper notes that General Botha holds 
himself aloof, and says that General De Wet 
iis not likely to feel himself bound by the 
conditions which may be proposed. General 
Delarey, flushed with success, is not in a 
mood to consider surrender. On the whole, 
however, the Telegraph considers the inci- 
dent as inspiring a certain amount of san- 
guine expectation. 


Botha Holds Aloof. 
Chronicle, whose Pretoria correspond- 
, with those of the Sun and the Standard, 
alone definitely states that the envoys actu- 
ally interviewed General Kitchener, is also 
hopeful. Thé Chronicle, commenting on the 
absence of Botha from the delegation, sug- 
gests he is gtanding aside, owing to the fail- 
ure of his overtures of a year ago, and con- 
siders that, although the conditions Lord 
Kitchener then offered to Botha had been 
annulled, it is highly probable that peace 
may still be arranged on similar lines, but 
that the Boers cannot expect more lenient 
terms. 

The Daily News remarks that a settlement 
would be possible if the Boers were treated

New York, March 23.—[Special.]—A large 
congregation was present at the twenty- 
fifth regular service of the Actors’ Church 
alliance, held at the Manhattan Theater. 
The meeting was presided over by the Rev. 
Thomas R. Slicer. An address was made 
by Augustus Thomas, the playwright, who 
said: 

In my mind’s eye I am forever produc- 
ing a Grama in which the Man of Nazareth 
shall be the central figure. I would have 
him in the home where he spent his boyish 
years. What greater setting for a drama— 
the rugged mountains, the barren soil, the 
clear air? Here could Christ stand and 
behold to the east the Sea of Gallilee, while 
to the west he might behold the broad ex- 
panse of the Mediterranean. 


Playwright’s Vision of Christ. 

My Christ would not be the Christ of the 
painter. I would produce a man such as he 
must have been—strong and noble and mer- 
ciful. He would be divine, without effacing 
the traits of humanity. AsIsee him now, he 
must have a high forehead. Abraham Lin- 
coln had such a brow. His. nose would be 
perfectly straight and would lack the ag- 
gressiveness of the Semitic race. His eye 
is full, and round, and clear, and mild. 

He had a strong upper lip, such a one as 
will allow a man to suffer and wander in the 
wilderness and fast for forty days—just such 
an upper Mp as Edwin Booth had. But under 
it I would have a full, sympathetic, lower 
lip that would flavor with sweetness the 
words of wisdom that the tongue would 
speak. His jaw would be strong and firm. 
His head would be long. For ifi 
like those of the Jews, he would 

He would be tall and 
strong. His chest is deep, 
drives the plane along the ca 
he does it in an easy, graceful 
if he drags the heavy nets of fish from the 
water, it is child’s play. His clothes would 
be the most common. In winter I would give 
him the rough, heavy, camelhair mantle that 
would not show the marks of the dogs and 
the babies on the street as they climb up in 
his arms.

When I had formed my Christ, I would 
give him a task—the one he has already ac- 
complished. He would scatter abroad the 
thought that all are equal, till, finally, mad- 
dened with the idea, people -would flee into 
the wilderness and hurl Kings and Emperors 
from their thrones. Finally, the idea of 
democracy would take the whole world for 
its stage, and, sweeping triumphantly along, 
would control the mechanism of our every 
activity.”’

The Supreme Court 
will adjourn For the present term early in 
May and will not reconvene until about Oct. 
15. The commissioner who will be appoint 


dy the court to take testimony has not been 


considered by the attorneys representing the 
two States. Even if he should be decided 


it would be impossible for him to hear testi- 
mony and transmit it to the court before 
it adjourns for the term. 

For some unaccountable reason the repre- 
sentatives of Missouri, whose duty it is to 
make the next movo, if they propose to pros- 
ecute the case, have delayed for months in 
the holding of a conference with the attor- 
meys representing Illinois about the appoint- 
ment of the commissioner. 
have not yet asked for a conference, and until 
they do so nothing whatever will be done.

There are good reasons for saying it has 
been found the water is in a normal state of 
purity at every point at which samples were 
taken. Upon this is based the idea that Mis- 
souri has decided to proceed slowly, if not 
abandon the case altogether. ‘ 

The experts and attorneys for both sides 
know exactly the condition of the water,a 
if it is as pure as there is every reason for 
believing it to be, in the opinion of those Who 
are keeping a close watch on the situation, it 
would be a useless exPdnse for Missouri to 
proceed any further in its prosecution.

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GROWTH OF SUGAR SUPPLY. 


World's Product and Consumption 
Make Marvelous Increase Dur- 
ing the Last Century. 


* 


Washington. D. C., March 23.—[Special.]— 
A summary of The World's Sugar Produc- 
tion and Consumption, 1800-1900 has just 
beene issued by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. 

The world’s sugar production has grown 
from 1,150,000 tons in 1840 to 8,800,000 tons 
in 1900. During the same period the world’s 
population has grown, according to the best 
estimates, from 950,000,000 to about 1,500,- 

Thus sugar production has increased about 

650 per cent while population was increasing 

but about 50 per cent. Coming nearer home 

and considering the United States alone. it is 
found that the consumption of sugar, which 
in 1850 was only 22 pounds per capita, was in 

1901 over 68 pounds per capita. 

According to the figures, beets, which sup- 
plied in 1840 less than 5 per cent of the world’s 
sugar, in 1900 supplied 67 per cent of the 
greatly increased consumption; while cane, 
which then supplied 95 per cent of the world’s 
sugar consumption, now supplies but 33 per 
cent. 

Stated in quantities, it may be said that 
the world’s cane sugar supply has grown from 

1,100,000 tons in 1840 to 2,850,000 tons in 1900, 

an increase of 160 per cent: while that of 

beets has grown from 50,000 tons in 1840 to 

5,950,000 tons in 1900, an increase of 11,800 

per cent. 

The ‘table which follows shows the world’s 
production of sugar from cane and beets, re- 
spectively, at decennial years from 1840 to 
1900, and the percentage supplied by beets:

Washington, Ind., Man Shot to Death 
When He Picks Up Chair to Attack

Washington, Ind., March 23.—[Special.]— 
Liberty Kempf of the firm of Kempf Bros. 
was shot by his wife and instantly killed at 
their home in this city tonight. 

Kempf was one of the most prominent men 
in Washington, but his one fault was intem- 
perance.

As he entered his house Kempf seized a 


chair and with it lifted over his head started

‘Resolutions Commending the Discharge 
of Former Station Superintenden 
Adopted by 800 Employes.

WILL FEED CARP TO BEARS 
THAT GOLDFISH MAY LIVE. 


De Vry Purposes to Change Conditions 
in Lincoln Park Lagoon—Whisky 
and Eggs for Sick Ostrich. 


With the idea of increasing the goldfish in 
the south pond of the Lincoln Park lagoon, 
it has been decided to destroy, if possible, 
the bullheads and carp, which are supposed 
to have fed upon the eggs of the goldfish and 
thus threaten to exterminate them. 

To this purpose, Cy De Vry will drag 
the south pond this week to get the destruc- 
tive larger fish, which will be fed to the 
bears and the pelicans.

There are several sick charges now at the 
north animal-house. One of these is the 
female ostrich, which is among the recent 
arrivals.

Seddon said he was in favor of the increase 
for the Australian squadron. He declared 
that Russia was plainly attempting to secure 
a large seaboard in China. The Anglo-Jap- 
anese agreement was made in order to pre- 
vent Russia from becoming the controlling 
‘power in the north Pacific. The Japanese 
navy and the British-Chinese squadron, the 
Prime Minister declared, would be sufficient- 
ly strong to combat the Russian influence. 
The Australian squadron would have to pro- 
tect the trade of the colonies. Some of the 
cruisers now in service were out of date and 
would have to be discarded and replaced by 
better ships. 


Humiliation in China. 


PEKIN, March 23.—There is little discus- 
sion either among the diplomats or the Chi- 
nese of the Franco-Russian declaration, and 
this declaration is generally regarded as 
making for peace. The Chinese newspapers 
are emphasizing the humiliation of China, 
saying she is treated by the powers as though 
she were incompetent to defend her own in- 
terests and that she is placed upon a level 
with Corea. 


Apprehension at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[ Special. 
In spite of the surface indications that peace 
in China and the preservation of the territo- 
rial integrity of that great empire seems as- 
sured through alliance of Great Britain and 
Japan and the joint declaration of Russia 
and France looking to the attainments of 
these ends, the diplomatic situation is re- 
garded here with the greatest concern. 

It is not going too far to say that the most 
recent {advices foreshadow a crisis which 
will be fraught with danger to the whole 
world. 


Future Looks Dark. 

That Russia and France on the one hand 
and England and Japan on the other are 
preparing themselves to meet whatever may 
come is learned on authority so high and so 
thoroughly trustworthy that it cannot be 
susceptible of doubt. 

Instead of clearing the situation the an- 
nouncement, of the English-Japanese alli- 
ance, and the joint declaration of Russia 
and France, have only served to increase the 
tension and make more uncertain the future 
of China and for that matter the future of 
the great nations concerned. 

When only last week Russia and France 
declared their sympathy with the objects 
undertaken by England and Japan, the first 
view in Washington was that the conditions 
which the McKinley and Roosevelt adminis- 
tration had so earnestly striven to bring 
about were practically attained, or at least 
the pathway had been cleared for an amica- 
ble understanding which would work for the 
betterment of the civilized world. 


Crisis Near at Hand. 

Since then, however, the feeling here is 
not so optimistic. Additional information 
and the opportunity to study the terms in 
which the Russian-France note was couched 
have brought to the government a realization 
that the crisis is approaching and that some- 
ting else must done to clear away the 
dangerous clouds that have again begun to 
gather on the international horizon. 

In a measure, the government of the United 
States, while it does not hold the key to the 
situation, is an important factor in this 
Russia or France, or 
England, or Japan, has not made any of- 
ficial overtures to this government to secure 
a definition of the position. it will occupy 
should war come, in which the one or another 
of the powers first named would be arrayed 
against one or both of the others, 


Attitude of United States. 


The attitude of the United States is too 
well understood to permit any of these na- 
tions to risk an almost certain discouraging 
answer from Washington, with the conse- 
quent moral effect it would probably have. 

But it is understood here that the govern- 
‘ments at St. Petersburg and Paris are ex- 
eeedingly anxious to ascertain what may 
be*txpected from the United States if they 
should become involved in war with other 
natlons over China. 

In furnishing copies of their joint declara- 
tion to the Secretary of State neither Russia 
nor France asked for any expression of 
opinion in regard to that momentous com- 
munication. 


Secretary Hay’s Reply. 

It was learned today that an identical an- 
swer had been, however, separately made 
to the Russian and French Ambassadors, in 
which Secretary Hay expressed the gratifi- 
cation of President Roosevelt over the state- 
ment of the two powers that they are desir- 
ous of maintaining peace and the terri

to the powers of Mr. Hay’s notable commu- 
nication of July 3, 1900. 


Paper Pledges of Little Value. 
But according to the view taken here in the 
best informed and most influential official 
quarters, pledges on paper go for nothing 
when a vital issue between nations reaches 
a point where the opportunity is presented 
for carrying out long cherished designs and 
where other issues are involved that have 
given rise to feeling that must find a vent. 

The danger from the Washington view 
point lies in the friction between Russia and 
Japan. Unprejudiced official observers, who 
have heard both sides, have been informed 
by those who side with Russia that there is 
danger that Japan, emboldened by her alli- 
ance with England, which does not, however, 
make it necessary for England to join Japan 
in making war, may strike a sudden ow or 
make a sudden movement that will bring a 
conflict. 

Those whose sympathies are with England 
and Japan are suspicious that Russia will 
make an ‘unexpected. coup d'état in China 
or Corea that will force Japan to enter into 
hostilities. 

With such ideas as these cherished by men 
who make history, the situation is delicate

TRAGEDY ON LAKE 


TUG CREW FINDS DERELICT 
YACHT OFF ST. JOSEPH. 


Boat Is Filled with Water, Mast Is 
Broken, and Rigging Dragging 
Alongside, but No Clew Is Found to 
Occupants or Owners of the III- 

Fated Craft—Thought to Have Been 

Hunters Who Were Caught in a 
Squall Recently. : 


The derelict wreck of a sailing yacht, with 
the mast broken off close to the deck and 
sails and rigging dragging in the water 
alongside, was discovered yesterday in the 
lake, twelve miles off St. Joseph, Mich., by 
the crew of the fishing tug Lioyd M. The 
appearance of the boat indicated that it has 
been wrecked recently, and it is feared that 
its occupants perished. There was no mark 
on the boat that would give the slightest 
clew as to who the owners might have been 
or their port of hail. 

It is thought that the boat had been used 
either by duck hunters or fishermen during 
the winter months, as it was fully rigged 
out and probably had been under full sail. 
The theory that appeals to most sailormén 
is that the men who started out with the boat 
had no compass, became lost in snow or fog, 
and were wrecked by 2 squall. 


Think It Sportsmen's Boat. 


The yacht was in good condition when mis- 
fortune overtook it, and for this reagon it is 
thought that the occupants were not pro- 
fessional sailors or fishermen, but sports- 
men, who followed their favorite pastime in 
the winter months. No such yacht is re- 
ported as missing from Chicago, and Captain 
Sinnigen of the Hfe saving crew said last 
evening that he was of the opinion the boat 
must have come from some east shore port. 
There is no sailboat missing from St. Joseph. 

The crew of the fishing tug had been out 
setting nets, and had gone some distance 
to the northwest of the piers. It was about 
4:30 o’clock when the lookout sighted what 
at first was thought to be driftwood, but 
afterward took on the lines of a boat. The 
tug was run alongside, and Frank Wilcox, a 
sailor, jumped aboard the wreck. 

He found it an open cockpit sloop, about 
thirty feet long, with seats for twenty-five 
people in a circle in the cockpit. The hull 
‘was full of water and the mast broken above 
the deck. With it had gone a piece of the 
deck, and the sails and rigging hung in the 
water over the port bow. There was no 
name either on bow or stern, and no life- 
presefvers or articles marked in a manner to 
identify the boat or owners. 


Disaster a Recent One. 


The hull was painted white. It was not 
marked by ice, and lake men say the acci- 
dent must have happened within the last few 
days. If the boat had been exposed to drift 
ice the hull would have been scratched and 
broken by the cakes and the sails and rigging 
would have been cut away. 

With the prevailing northwest wind the 
derelict is likely to be driven ashord near St. 
Joseph in a short time, and a closer ekamina- 
tion will be made. Owing to the lateness of 
the hour the crew of the Lloyd M. were 
forced to leave the wreck in the lake. A 
fleet of launches started out on a search, but 
went back to St. Joseph last night without 
finding any trace of the boat.

They 
found that a glass door opening into the 
main corridor of an office building had beea 
broken, and that the robbers had crawled 
through the hole. 

Manager Halm reported the burglary to 
Lieutenant Cudmore of the Central Station, 
and detectives* were detailed on the case. 
Halm told the police that the place had been

FROM ISLAND WAR 


Twentieth Infantry at Fort 
Sheridan After Three Years 
in Philippines. 


MOTHERS WELCOME SONS, 


Troops Bring Two Young Na- 
tives Who Will Be Educated 
in This Country.

Worn out with three years’ campaigning 
in the Philippines and the long. journey 
home, the First and Second Battalions of 
the Twentieth United States Infantry, be- 
longing to General Otis’ old regiment, ar- 
rived at Fort Sheridan yésterday morning. 
In the detachment were:forty officers, 280 
men, and a band. : 

The special train bearing the troops ar- 
rived at the post shortly before daybreak, 
having been delayed a day on the way. The 
disembarkation two hours later was the 
occasion for handshakes and cheers by the 
men, who were joined by the members of 
the Ninth and Twenty-first Batteries, whith 
for a month were the sole occupants of the 
post. Then the infantrymen were assigned 
to their quarters and made exempt from 
duty for the remainder of the day. 


McCaskey Commands Fort. 


5. Colonel William McCaskey, commanding 


the Twentieth, will today assume charge of 
the post, relieving Major Schenck of the ar- 
tillery.

Felecio is the mascot of Company I. whose 
members have taken care of him for over a 
year.

ured. He is uneducated, but the company 
expects to have him attend school. 

Feleciano, on the other hand, is an edu- 
cated Filipino and has graduated from the 
best schools in Manila. He is under the care 
of Lieutenant Gunn of Company D, who in- 
tends to give him a college education in this 
country. 

The two native Filipinos were the chief 
attraction for the hundreds of visitors who 
were at the fort yesterday afternoon, 

Bring Many Souvenirs. 

Philippine furniture, ornaments, and sou- 
venirs will be conspicuous in the quarters at 
Fort Sheridan as long as the Twentieth re- 
mains there. Immense quantities of them 
were brought back by the officers and privates 
—native wicker chairs, hammocks, tapestry, 
crude pictures, and implements of war. 
These articles formed a great part of the 
baggage, and are highly prized by their 
owners. 

Incidents related by the soldiers indicate 
that the campaign was not picturesque or 
exciting. Some of the companies did not 
‘participate in a single open fight, and the 
— express contempt for the native soi- 
dlery. 

“Bravery is an unknown quantity in a 
Filipino,” they sayy; ang treachery is his 
stock in trade.”

ELEVATED ROAD PATRONS 
HURT BY IRON TURNSTILES. 


Women Pushed and Buffeted Around 
During Rush Hours—Victims Say 
No Excuse for Contrivance Exists. 


Elevated railroad turnstiles are making 
football players of Chicago men and women, 
according to the views of some patrons of 
those lines. In support of their contention 
they cite the fact that their bodies are kept 
marked with bruises and their muscles kept 
strained as a result of the rushes and charges 
they are compelled to undergo while passing 
through the stations to their trains. 

More complaint is heard from the women 
than from the men. Patrons of the South 
Side line in particular are bitter over what 
they declare to be the unnecessary turnstiles. 
in the various stations. The same protest is 
accentuated against the turnstiles in the 
stations on the elevated loop, where the crush 
is greater. 

“It is an outrage,“ declared one woman 
who is a patron of the South Side Elevated. 
“I have actually been ill for hours after 
being jerked back by the iron turnstiles. 1 
is bad enough when there is not a crowd seek- 
ing to go through the gates, but when travel 
is heavy I would rather walk ten blocks than 
try to pass through. The ticket-seller or 
gateman often appears to take delight in 
holding his foot on the automatic lock until 
the iron bar has brilised you. I do not think 
many would try to steal through the gates if 
the turnstiles were removed.“ N

‘RY BIG STRIKE 


STRIVING FOR PEACE. 


| Effort Will Be Made Today to Adjourn 


Joint Convention of Anthracite Dis- 

tricts Without Open Bteach—Lead- 

ers Want Eight-Hour Day and 

Weighing Questions Left in Hands 

of Committee Empowered to Arbi- 
trate with Operators.

Shamokim, Pa., March 23.—[Speclal. I Na- 
tional officers of the United Mine Workers of 
America will make a final effort to avert the 
great strike which is threatened in the an- 
thracite field today. The efforts of the lead- 
ers are centered in an attempt to adjourn 
the joint convention of the miners of dis- 
tricts No. 1,7, and 9 without a strike declara- 
tlon and to leave the matter of demands 
for recognition of the union, an eight-hour 
day, and the weighing of coal in the hands of 
a committee empowered to arbitrate with the 
operators. 

At a meeting which began at 11 o'clock 
last night and continued until this morning 
the special committee appointed on Satur- 
day formulated a resolution which the lead- 
ers hope will satisfy both radical and con- 
The committee, which 
consists of President Mitchell, District Presi- 
dents Nicholls, Fahy, anc Duffy, and the 
three district Vice Presidents, held another 
session tonight. 


Wants Committee to Act. 


The report of the committee will take the 
form of a resolution. the principal clause of 
which, it is authoritatively stated, will rec- 
ommend the appointment of a committee to 
present to the operators the demands of the 
convention. 

Incorporated in the report are a number of 
resolutions adopted during the week in addi- 
tion to those made public by President 
Mitchell. All of these resolutions, it is stated, 
contain a strike declaration effective April 
1, but they were made subject to the resolu- 
tion of the special committee report, which, 
so far as can be learned, does not declare for 
a strike. 

All of the demands made in the Scale com- 
mittee report are also embodied in the reso- 
lution, but the statement is made that only 
three of these—recognition of the union, an 
eight-hour day, and the weighing of coal 
wherever practicable—will be insisted upon if 
the convention adopts the resolution. 

Should the report prove satisfactory the 
convention is expected to select a committee 
composed of other than officers of the union. 


Strike if Operators Refuse. 


In the event of the operators refusing to 
recognize the committee it is within the 
province of the District Presidents to declare 
a strike after receiving the sanction of the 
National Executive board. 

The entire matter now rests with the dele- 
gates, and it is possible the convention may 
not approve the resolutions. 


Expect Strike in Virginias. 

Charleston, W. Va., March 23. — The an- 
nouncement of Secretary-Treasurer W. B. 
Wilson of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica that a strike of the 35,000 miners in this 
State and Virginia is likely to be declared 
caused no surprise here, as both sides seem 
to be anticipating it. A conference between 
the operators and the miners of the two 
States will soon be held, although the de- 
mands of the miners may be made without 
further conferences. 

Representatives of the operators have been 
here for two days from the Kanawha, New 
and Elk River districts. Among other mat- 
ters discussed was the purpose of the United 
Mine Workers to send organizers into the 
New and Kanawha River fields for the pur- 
pose of organizing the miners. The United 
Mine Workers have never been recognized in 
either of these fields, and the situation is 
causing the operators uneasiness. 

The operators also discussed car supply 
and wages for the coming year, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to meet a committee 
from the West Virginia miners’ association, 
with the view of arranging the wage scale. 


EXPECT BIG STRIKE AT LOWELL. 


Textile Union’s Demands Refused by 
Mill Agents and Men Probably 
Will Quit. 


Lowell, Mass., March 23.—Lowell is threat- 
ened with one of the greatest strikes in its 
history, as a result of the communication 
sent to the Textile union by the mill agents 
in reply to the official demand of that body 
for an advance in wages for the textile oper- 
atives of the city. 

The communication was read at the meet- 
ing of the Textile council this afternoon and 
was an unconditional refusal of the de- 
mands. The note was framed at a meeting 
of the mill officials in Boston last Thursday 
night. 

The increase demanded was to have gone 
into effect tomorrow, but because of the 
delay in the reply the various unions repre- 
sented in the central body have not had an 
opportunity to express their views on the 
new aspect to the situation, so it has been 
decided to postpone final action until a 
meeting on Wednesday evening next. An 
informal vote was taken today and three- 
fourths of the number present favored. a 
strike, the others reserving their decision 
until Wednesday night.

ARTISANS NOW UNDERPAID. 


John Alexander Dowie and trades unionism 
are at war. Yesterday afternoon the modern 
Elijah denounced the principles of unionism. 
and while he was talking the Building Ma- 
éerial Trades. council was making arrange- 
ments to invade Zion City to examine labor 
conditions there. 

Dowie is about to open another thousand 
acres of land and already much building is 
going on in Zion City. Although many union 
men are employed, Dowie has been paying 
wages far below the union scale, contending 
that he is the judge of a man’s worth. This 
assertion he took as his text yesterday. 


Dowie’s Attack on Unionism. 


IJ am opposed to trades unionism," shouted 
Dowie. I am opposed to it because I do 
not believe it is for the good of the working- 
man. One of its worst features is the basis 
and cause of its existence—the uniformity 
of wage. If all men were equal, this would 
be a good thing; but it is absurd to so couple 
men. It is nonsense, and all men should 
know it. In Zion we pay men according to 
their several abilities, and we never ask 
them whether they are union men or not. 
Am I not right?“ Dowie demanded.

The smoke consumer has so far failed to 
meet the requirements for which it was in- 
vented, and many large cities have passed 
ordinances prohibiting the use of soft coal. 


| Makes Smokeless Coal. 


The invention of Commodore Howell is 
It has been well known for years 
that soft coal produced greater volumes of 
smoke than hard coal, but the thought never 
oceurred to any of the inventors that by the 
crystallization of coal into lumps from three 
to ten inches in diameter, and by the extrac- 
tion of the gaseous substances, the smoke 
would be minimized. 

Commodore Howell's plan for the elimina- 
tion of the smoke nuisance contemplates the 
seduction of. the coal to a powdered state. 
This is then heated and mixed with other ma- 
ferial and subjected to a hydraulic pressure 
af 20,000 pounds to the cubic inch, which pro- 
duces a density of ninety-five pounds to the 
eubic foot.

Tested in Washington Grate. 


Thirty pounds of blécks were recenty 
placed ina grate in Washington in the pres- 
ence of a number of Eastern capitalists, who 
were here for the purpose of testing them. 
When first lighted the smoke was noticeable. 
After they had been burning for ten minutes 
itcompletely disappeared. The thirty pounds

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I MILES LOOKING FOR TROUBLE? 

The behavior of General Miles, irre- 
‘spective of his appearance before the Sen- 
ate committee the other day, has been ex- 
tremely provocative to his immediate supe- 
riors. It almost appears as if he wishes to 
force a conflict with the President, possibly 
for political purposes. From the day of 


the tinned beef episode until the present 


time General Miles has arrayed himself in 
a position of antagonism to the administra- 
tions of McKinley and Roosevelt. Two 
Presidents and two Secretaries of War have 
been extremely forbearing and generous. in 


their attitude to him. He has repaid them 


by intensifying his opposition. It begins to 
look as if he wishes to be martyrized. 

It would not be fair to cite any particular 
instance of General Miles’ unfriendly 
course or to lay undue stress upon one in- 


_ stance at the expense of another, but the 


cumulative testimony as to his purposes 
is really convincing. General ‘Miles, at 
times, has appeared to be impulsive aud 
hot-headed, but it looks much more as if 
his conduct were calculating and as it he 
sought to copy the irritating tactics of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain in the British Parlia- 
ment, and by mere cold-blooded insolence 
compel the President to adopt some rad- 
ical measure that may make the General 
politically important. General Miles has 
repaid the indulgence of two Presidents if 
hot with ingratitude at least with the most 
studied disrespect. 
The fact should not be lost sight of that 
the President of the United States is Com- 
Wander-in-Chief of the army and navy. All 
Officers of the army and navy owe him re- 
Spectful treatment. It is not becoming in 
any one of them to array himself studiousiy 
in a position of opposition to the policy of 
the administration. It is trué that the 
General commanding the army or the senior 
General of the army occupies a dignified 
position, but it is a peculiar one. He is 
little more than a figurehead in time of 
peace, and in time of war he is likely at 
any moment to be superseded. There were 
many instances of this during the war of 
the rebellion. No doubt if the Spanish war 
had continued for any length of time some 


ot the officers in command in Cuba would 


have been superseded. So, too, might have 
been some of the navy officers on duty in 
the West Indies. The President and the 
Secretary of War are placed in an em- 
barrassing position. If they take the action 
concerning General Miles which his con- 


- @uct suggests and almost demands it will at 


tration. 


ence be said that they are persecuting him 
for political reasons. If they refrain from 
taking action it will be said they lack cour- 
age to deal with his case in a proper spirit. 
Happily, the country has confidence in 
the good motives both of President Roose- 
veit and Secretary Root. It has an abiding 
faith that the President and the Secretary 
Will not act hastily, if they shall act. It is 


F to be presumed that they are actuated by 


the best motives, and that, if they treat 
General Miles with some of the severity 
his multiplied instances of insubordination 
deserve, it will be because, after a careful 
consideration. of the merits of the case, 
they have félt compelled to do so to maintain 
the character and authority ot the adminis- 


It need not be said that any one case 
would be sufficient to bring about the com- 
pulsory retirement of General Miles, but 
All ot them together, in the judgment of tue 

“country, will justify the most summary ac- 
‘tion the President and the Secretary of Wur 
may see fit to take. . 

Meanwhile we believe the great majority 
‘of the people of the United States have 
implicit faith in the integrity and good pur- 
poses of President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root, and whatever action in their judg- 
ment it may seem prudent and necessary 
to take under the renewed provocation Gen- 
eral Miles has offered will be approved of by 
sober-minded men.

JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 

Two days ago France formally announced 
that she and Russia were allies in the far 
East as elsewhere.

It is significant that the preamble to the 
publication of the alliance says that the 
two powers want “ the preservation of the 
status quo,” which is Russia in Manchuria. 

Germany would not join an alliance to 
fight Russia and France in the far East 
merely for the sake of an epen door in 
Manchuria. Germany, utiassisted, is de- 
manding and obtaining exclusive mihing 
and ‘railroad rights in Shantung at this mo- 
ment. England knows about it, but; has 
not seen fit to call the attention of the other 
powers to the fact. Germany unofficially 
explains that the martyr, Von Ketteler, 
originally made the demands, and respect 
for his memory cannot be sacrificed. Chi- 
na’s atonement for his death has been 

England and Japan are allied in a loose- 
jointed defensive fashion. The avowed 
purpose of the alliance is the preservation 
of peice. On its publication Japanese mer- 
chants. throughout the empire burnt bon- 
fires, because they felt peace was assured.

The 
entire Japanese. nation feels, rightly or 
wrongly, that Corea is absolutely essential 
to the continued well-being df their coun- 
try; that it is needed to.drain off the 
growing surplus of population and to con- 
sume the surplus raw products which the 
Western nations don't want.

She would hardly care, to provoke a war 
over the matter, for she néver wars if she 
can help it, and she can help it by keeping 
her troops qnt of Corea.

THE EVANSTON CONTROVERSY. 

Professor Hatfield ‘has spoken for the 
faculty of the Northwestérn University. Its 
members, he says, are mediating “ between 
ignorant, Hrovineial, shirt-sleeved ugliness 
on the one hand and showy, frivolous, heart- 
less elegance on the other.” This certainly 
is an “ enormous task.“ They probably de- 
serve one’s (best wishes in their efforts to 
accomplish it. 

One must reserve judgment on the merits 
of the controversy, however, until one has 
heard all sides. Without the people who 
appear in aprons and shirt sleeves the 
world would be badly off. They are the 
people who do the work which makes the 
money which goes to the man who gives 
the endowment that supports the professor. 
For that reason, as well as for others, aprons 
and shirt sleeves are to be spoken of with 
respect. In the sume way the people who 
are accused of “ frivolous elegance” may 
believe they do a work of theirown. They 
may contend that they cultivate certain of 
the graces and amenities of life for which 
other people—professors. included—have no 
time. They add s little coloring to the ka- 
leidoscope of human existence. They are 
not to be condemnéd unheard. |

THE “BATTLE-BORN” GREENBACK. 

A. B. Hepburn of New York was Con- 
troller of the Currency during the latter 
part of President Harrison’s term. Since 
he left that office he has been connected 
with New York banks. A person who 
spends his time almost exclusively in bank- 
ing circles in an Eastern city is apt to be 
ignorant of thé popular sentiment concern- 
ing certain phases of the monetary ques- 
tion. He is perhaps excusable for his igno- 
rance. Mr. Hepburn appears to be better 
informed as to popular sentiment concern- 
ing the greenbacks than are many whose 
opportunities for obtaining information on 
that point are more extensive than his. 

Last week he delivered an address on the 
currency problem before the Academy of 
Political. Science. He referred to the bill 
drafted by the House Committee on Bank- 
ing which provides, among other things, for 
the cancellation of more than half the 
greenbacks, and commented on this pro- 
vision as calculated to render the success 
of the bill more than doubtful. “ The green- 
back,” said Mr. Hepburn, “ was one of the 
instrumentalities for putting down the re- 
bellion.“ The patriotic sentiment of the 
country was arrayed in support of the 
| greenback.” At this time its hold upon 
public sentiment, partly because it was 
used in putting down the rebellion . and 
partly because it is regarded as good money 
—being a direct obligation of the gover.- 
ment—“ is so great as to determine in ad- 
vance the fate of any bill looking to its re- 
tirement.“ 
Aud yet, says Mr. Hepburn, in spite of 
this strong and general popular sentiment, 
it seems impossible for any public official 
or representative to propose any scheme of 
currency reform without handicapping his 
proposition with provisions looking to the 
retirement of the greenback.” 

This is a strange and almost inexplicable 
fact. It argues either ignorance of or con- 
tempt for public sentiment on the part of 
those “ public officials or representatives ” 
who find in the greenback “a stumbling 
stone and a rock of offense.” Neither of 
these is excusable. It is the duty of men 
who take it upon themselves to settle im- 
portant. public questions to learn what pub- 
lie sentiment is concerning them, and if 
there be a sentimént deep-rooted, inspired 
by patriotic memories and emotions, to let 
it religiously alone, for they cannot prevail 
against it. Such a sentiment protects the 
greenback against those who would de- 
stroy it. 


NEW MEDICAL SCHOOL. 

The University of Chicago is not getting 
all the plunis in the way of benefactions 
though it has a most generous share, a 
probably more are ripening for it on the 
Rockefeller tree.

The ball was set rolling by Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, who promised to give three 
new buildings, at a cost exceeding $1,000,- 
000. Mr. J. D. Rockefeller gave it further 
impetus by the promise of $1,000,000 for the 
enlargement and endowment of the school, 
conditional upon the raising of $765,000 


Huntington, a few weeks ago, tendered the 
college $250,000 for the erection of a labot- 
atory of pathology and bacteriology, in 
memory of her late husband, Collis P. 
Huntington. This left $515,000 to be 
raised to secure the Rockefeller gift. The 
trustees: appeated te the alumni in Boston, 
and in an incredibly short time $571,225 
was raised, or $56,225. more than was 

The new medical school will thus receive 
in round numbers $3,000;000, contributed 
by three persons in New. Tork and wealthy 
Boston families. It is a notable achieve- 
ment, which is not alone creditable to. the 
high standing of Harvard, but to the loy- 
alty of its alunini to their alma mater. It 
will immensely increase the effectiveness 
of the thedical school, which long ago out-

THE SECRETARY AND THE EXPERTS. 

The Secretary of Agriculture recently 
told Speaker Henderson that “every acre 
of land in Iowa is capable of raising sugar 
beet, and this is true of every State 
throughout the West and in the Mississippi 
Valley.” If the Secretary wished. to be 
understood as saying that the manufacture 
of beet sugar can be carried on successfully 
in the States referred to by him, he is more 
enthusiastic than are the chemists of his 
department. They do not altogether agree 
with him, and so express themselves in 
their official reports. 

From one of these reports it appears that 
several hundred samples of beets have been 
received from Iowa, the content of sugar 
of which falls just short of the average 
standard fixed for successful manufac- 
ture.“ Of the Illinois samples it is said 
“both the content of sugar and coefficient 
of purity were below the standard.“ The 
same remark is made concerning the Indi- 
ana beets. Of Kansas it is said the climate 
is not suitable to growing high-grade beets. 
The conditions in Oklahoma are not favor- 
able, Neither are they, on the whole, in 
Ohio. 

According to these experts of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the beet sugar indus- 
try may be expected to thrive in certain 
parts of California, Colorado, Idaho, Mich- 
igan, Nebraska, New York, Oregon, and 
Utah, with smaller areas in some other 
States. It is not considered advisable to 
carry the commercial growing of sugar 
beets south of Mason and Dixon's line. 

Compared with the total area of the 
United States, the beet sugar area is ex- 
tremely limited. There seems to be some- 
thing Utopian in the statements of beet 
sugar men that if they are let dlone they 
will be able to supply the people of the 
United States with all the sugar they need. 
This can only be done by imposing on sugar 
a duty so much ‘higher than the present 
duty as to make the growing of sugar beets 
commercially profitable where it is not 
profitable under existing conditions. In 
that event the people of this country would 
have to pay considerably more for their 
sugar than they do now. They might have 
to pay eight or nine cents a pound, as the 
Germans are paying at present.

"LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


(Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 


ROFOUND is the disappointment which 
prevails at the Vatican in consequence 
of the failure of President Roosevelt 
to take any notice whatsoever of the 
Pope’s pontifical jubilee. Every one 

of the rulers of the great powers of the world 
has sent special embassies to the Holy Seat 
for the purpose of presenting congratula- 
tlons and good wishes to the one ruler who, 
while uhiversally acknowledged dnd recog- 
nized as a sovereign, has no dominions. 

Even nations that are not, strictly speak- 
ing, in diplomatic relations with the papacy, 
and which do not maintain embassies or le- 
gations at the Vatican, such as, for instance. 
Great Britain and the Netherlands, have sent 
special missions, the Earl of Denbigh, with 
a large suite, having been dispatched to 
Rome by King Edward, while Queen Wil- 
helmina has sent General Count Henry du 
Monceau, one of the principal dégnitaries of 
her court and household. The Prince of 
Montenegro, who Is the father-in-law of the 
King of Italy, has delegated Louis Voino- 
vich, while all the South American repub- 
lics have commissioned special emDassies for 
the occasion. Turkey and Japan actually 
are represented, and the only two powers, 
the one coming under the denomination of 
„great and the other of minor impor- 
tance, that have taken no notice of Leo 
XIII.’s pontifical jubilee are the United 
States and Mexico. 

This is all the more surprising, as there 
has been friendly intercourse in the past 
between the White House and the Vatican, 
and valuable gifts have been exchanged be- 
tween former American Presidents and the 
present Pontiff. Some years ago Leo XIII. 
sent a superb volume containing reproduc- 
tions and photographs of the newly restored 
Borghese galleries at the Vatican to the 
President—I think it was President Mc- 
Kinley—the work being identical with that 
which the Pope was presenting to the other 
rulers of the great powers of the world. 
Some beautiful mosaics accompanied the 
gift. The President responded in kind, so 
that there is a precedent for amicable inter- 
course. 


The Italian government does not take any 
offense at these special embassies. For 
Premier Crispi, in spite of his inveterate hos- 
tility to the Vatican, on the occasion of the 
celebration of the sixtieth anniversary of 
Leo’s diamond sacerdotal jubilee in 1897, 
which was recognized by the arrival of spe- 
cial embassies to the Vatican from all parts 
of the world, save the United States, insert- 
ed a graceful allusion to the celebration as a 
„ happy event in one of the royal messages 
from the throne. ; 

Of course, it would not do for President 
Roosevelt to send any Roman Catholic prel- 
ate, since that would be contrary to etiquette 
and give an altogether wrong idea with re- 
gard to the mission. All the special envoys 
are laymen, and if President Roosevelt 
sends anybody he should dispatch some 
prominent layman commissioned to ex- 
press his wishes precisely in the 
same way that he is sending Dr. Curry 
to Madrid with the identical object in 
view. in connection with the coming of 
age of the young King of Spain, and Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid to London on the occasion of 
the coronation of King Edward. * 

It would constitute a recognition, not of the 
Pope’s claims to temporal sovereignty, but 
merely of his efforts throughout the entire 
term of his pontificate to maintain peace be- 
tween nations, to promote the respect of the 
masses for the duly constituted authorities, 
and to act in every dispute as a mediator. 
No one did more than Leo XIII. to induce 
Spain to yield to the demands of the United 
States in 1898 and thus to avert the conflict 
which subsequently ensued between the two 
countries. 


The Countess of Warwick, like other women

about a matrimonial tangle between the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Downshire, 
which, unless King Edward succeeds in his 
efforts to bring about a reconciliation be- 
tween the young couple, will, according to 
cablegrams, culminate in the divorce court. 
Lady Warwick took exception to Lady 
Downshire’s ways, did not hesitate to give 
expression to her opinion in her usual caustic 
manner, and this is the result. Lady Down- 
shire is a pretty though rather common- 
place woman, a niece of that Colonel Cuth- 
bert Larking who spends so much of his 
time in this country, and who is one of the 
gentlemen-in-waiting to the Duke of Con- 
naught. She is devoted to society, and 
worldly, whereas her husband, the Marquis, 
is rather dreamy, romantic, and poetic, the 
latter characteristic being, however, bal-

Indeed, he has 
miniature railroads at his country place in 
Berkshire. One is about three miles long and 
comprises engines, cars, switches, etc., the 
locomotive having cost some $10,000.

Be- 
sides this he has another railroad fitted up 
from the house to the conservatory, and 
through the latter, the conservatory being a 
quarter of a mile in length, and for this there 
is another small engine, not more than six 
feet long, which cost $6,000. —

There was a distinctly better feeling in the 
speculative community, this, too, in spite 
of higher rates for inoney, Which usually 
have the effect of lowering prices and like- 
wise of restricting operations. bt 

The market was largely professional in its 
character. These stock market experts are 
not always correct in their calculations and 
prognostications and they may not be now, 
but they are for the most part working for 
a further advance in prices, and, except for 
the matter of money, existing conditions are 
in their favor. =i 


— 

The public is not and has not been in the 
market to any extent. It is peculiar that the 
public seldom takes a hand in the market 
until an upward movement has progressed 
for a time. The manipulators of stocks pro- 
mote a rise and rely on the public to sustain 
it and take off their hands stocks which they 
accumulated at low prices. Stocks must go . 
higher than they are at present and must be 
held up by new buyers to permit the men 
who have been advancing prices to relieve 
themselves of their holdings with pecuniary 
advantage. 

For immediate consideration the subject 
of money is uppermost. The situation is not 
menacing, but it is engrossing. The Treasury 


furthermore, money is flowing from New 
York to the interior in increasing volume. 

As compared with the final prices of last 
Saturday, the majority of stocks are higher.

GOTHAM WORSE THAN CHICAGO. 


for Prince Henry Outruns Story 
of Auditorium Ball.

New York has been making sport of Chi- 
cago over the Auditorium ball for Prince 
Henry.

ANTI-EXPANSIONISTs. 


Declares from Pulpit That History 
Will Prove That the Constructive 
Friends of Benevolent Assimilation 
Are Telling the Truth — Joseph 
Chamberlain Praised, but America 
Has Shown ‘Him the Way—Charch 
Plans for the Islands,

The Rt.-Rev. Charles H. Brent, D. D., Epis- 
copal Bishop to the Philippine Islands, fired 
the foregoing shot at the Boston coterie of 
antq-expansionists during a sermon in St. 
Peter’s Church, Belmont and Evanston ave- 
nues, yesterday morning. 

The Bishop's sermon was along the general 
theme of national life. During the course 
of his address he paid tribute to Joseph 
Chamberlain, the British Colonial Secretary, 

who had unified Great Britain into the 
greatest democracy the earth has seen by 
recognizing the rights of the colonies. 

America Shows the Way. 

America, however, represents the truest 
democracy of all time, said Bishop Brent, 
warming to his theme. It is the influence 
of this, our, government upon Great Britain 
that has helped to make the insular nation 
great. Already we also see the effect of our 
influence on the old-time monarchies of Eu- 
rope, but until now the press of democratic 
thought has not been felt in a marked degree 
in Oriental countries.“ 

With the United States as the factor to de- 
velop the latent germ of democracy in the 
Malay people of the Philippine Archipelago, 
Bishop Brent discussed the history of Amer- 

ican expansion to date. He dwelt rather on 
the results of expansion as shown by history 
than upon the methods used in its develop- 
ment, instancing the cases of Texas and Cal- 
ifornia. He did not defend the methods. and 
he instanced noted anti-expanslonists, par- 
ticularly Daniel Webster. 

Then he made ‘his declaration about the 
men who are opposing the administration 
and those who are at work constructively to 
assimilation. 

Plans for Chureh Work. 

As to his plans the Bishop said: - I do not 
purpose going to the Philippines to pursue a 
niggardly policy toward the natives. I won't 
go unless such a humiliating prospect as that 
is made impossible. To.do what is-planned 
over there in the islands we must have half 
a million dollars. I mean to take with me 
vigorous and zealous men who are willing 
and anxious to work, even to lay down their 
lives if need be. R „ 

It is the intention at first to work in the 
largest provinces and gradually to reach‘out 
into the others. We want to establish in 
Manila a kindergarten- and a headquarters 
for a medical missionary and to afford, 
along with our religious teaching, ministra- 
tion to the bodies and minds of the natives.“ 


HIRSCH ‘TALKS OF: PREJUDICE. 
Compares thb Jews to the Non-Jews 


and Declares Their Opponents 
Are Unreasoning. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch; in Sinai Temple; took 
for his subject the query: “‘ Why is there 
prejudice against the Jews?“ He said in part: 
Our investigation shall. center in that 
kind of mistrust of which old Haman has in 
the biblical book of Esther framed the ar- 
gument. Haman, of course, has been de- 
tected by modern biblical scholars riot to be 
a historical character. He is one of ‘the 
heroes of a novel. But all the more real has 
been his influence. He never .liyed,,and 
therefore never died. e isa type of a class 
not yet extinct. He has ceased to be an in- 
cident... He has grown to be an incentive. 
At the bottom of his hatréd we have the as- 
sumption first that for the misdeeds of one 
Jew all Jews should be held accountable. _ 
“The -philosophic Jew must understand 
that, as the Jew stands for the truths of 
his religion, he should be in all things per- 
fect. And every Jew should be perfect. 
Until this condition be attained we must 
expect to be ‘held responsible for the short- 
comings of any Jex. 
Haman twaddles about the difference and 
the indifference of the Jew from and among 
his neighbors... This is.the stock argument 
of every Jew-hater. If he is learned he will 
cloak his dislike in technical language. He 
will prate about incompatibilities of races. 
What now.if the now ‘living Jews are not 
a Semitic race? There is no such thing as 
a Hebrew race. This anthropology and his- 
tory have proven. The now living Jew ts of 
mixed stock. He.is not purer and not im-

MANUFACTURERS AND SHIPPERS 
VOICE COMPLAINTS. 


, 
Interstate. Commerce Commissioner 
Prouty Will Make the Principal Ad- 
dress at the Event, Which Will Be 
at the Auditorium Hotel on April 2— 
several nusdred Guests from Cen- 
tral States Invited- Demand for Re- 
dress from Railroads Probable. 


Competition in railroad rates will be the 
topic at a banquet to be given by Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association at the Audi- 
torlum on Wednesday evening, April 2, and 
prominent men will take part in the discus- 
sion. Several hundred manufacturers and 
shippers have been invited. President 
Charles H. Deere of Moline will preside, 
and Charles A. Prouty of Vermont, member 
of the Interstate Commerce. commission, will 
make the principal address. 


and dissatisfaction among manufacturers 
and shippers over transportation rates since 
Jan. 1, when the Central Freight association 
issued a new schedule revising the classifica- 
tion of materials and merchandise. The 
Manufacturers’ association filed a protest 
against the new schedule at the time, assert- 
ing -that the revised classification was in 
reality an increase of transportation charges 
on mixed carload lots. Representatives of 
the raflroads denied that the schedule was 
intended as an increase in rates and ex- 
plained that it was designed for the benefit 
Increase in Complaints. 
Several months’ operation of the schedule 
is said to have increased the dissatisfaction 
of shippers with the new classification and 
a large number of manufacturers declare 
that the effect has been a perceptible increase 
in freight charges. Members of the organiza- 
tion insist that the Interstate Commerce 
commission should investigate the new 
classification and compel the transportation 
companies to heed the complaints of ship- 


pers. . 
Demand for Redress Likely. 

While the dinner is intended for a full dis- 
cussion of the subject of railroad rates by 
practical men, there is said to be little doubt 
that the gathering will take advantage of the 
opportunity to make a vigorous. protest 
against the existing order of things and de- 
mand a radical revision of the present rates. 
Resolutions calling on the Interstate Com- 
merce commission to adjust the differences 
between the shippers of the central States 
and the railroads may be adopted before the 
meeting adjourns. .
